Mi’o  Mayor j Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health 
Service  for  the  year  1968,  which  is  my  twentieth  Annual  Report  to 
the  Council. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  showed  yet  a 
further  increase  of  200,  and  the  new  figure  of  24,460  is  the 
highest  yet  recorded  for  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

There  were  rises  in  the  birth  and  death  rates  but  both  rates  still 
compared  favourably  with  those  for  England  and  V/ales.  168  cases 
of  measles  were  notified  but  the  incidence  of  other  infectious 
diseases  was  low. 

Once  again  there  was  a large  increase  in  the  number  of  animals 
killed  for  human  consumption,  and  a corresponding  increase  in  the 
onerous  duty  of  meat  inspection. 

In  September,  due  to  exceptionally  heavy  rainfall  in  a short  per- 
iod of  time,  several  parts  of  the  town  were  subjected  to  flooding. 
Many  residents  suffered  great  inconvenience  and  damage  was  severe. 
It  fell  to  your  Public  Health  Department  to  arrange  personal 
relief  and  cleansing  services,  and  in  this  task  invaluable  assist- 
ance v;as  received  from  many  individuals  and  organisations  and  from 
the  staff  of  other  Departments  of  the  Council. 

In  December  ground  subsidence  occurred  at  Jacqueline  Close  and  the 
stability  of  several  houses  was  threatened. 

The  Public  Health  Department  has  a hard  working  and  loyal  staff 
and  my  thanks  are  due  to  them  all  for  their  help  throughout  the 
year  and  especially  to  Mr.  E,  H,  Box  your  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector, 

Finally,  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  interest  and  encour- 
agement ,

POPULATION;-  The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population 
showed  an  increase  of  200  and  this  was  the  sixth  consecutive  year 
that  an  increase  has  been  recorded. 


BIRTHS:-  There  was  a rise  in  the  birth  rate,  and  the  figure  when 
corrected  for  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population  was 
above  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole.

DEATHS:-  The  death  rate  remained  below  that  for  England  and  Wales 
in  spite  of  a substantial  rise  from  the  low  figure  of  the  previous 
year.  Most  of  the  increase  was  caused  by  pneumonia  and  the  maj- 
ority of  the  deaths  from  this  cause  occurred  above  the  age  of  75 
years. 

There  were  adverse  factors,  however,  and  cancer  of  the  lung 
caused  18  deaths  which  was  more  than  double  the  average  annual  num- 
ber of  the  previous  decade.  More  deaths  were  caused  by  heart 
and  circulatory  diseases,  and  it  is  sad  to  record  that  5 of  the  6 
deaths  from  motor  vehicle  accidents  occurred  below  the  age  of  25 
years.

IHEECTIOUS  DISEASES 


The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  is  recorded 
in  the  accompanying  tables. 


Measles.  168  cases  were  reported  but  this  was  less  than  one  third 
of  the  number  that  occurred  in  the  previous  year.  Although  measles 
is  often  a mild  illness  potentially  serious  complications  are  not 
uncommon  and  it  is  for  this  reason  that  the  use  of  live  measles 
vaccine  is  advocated. 

Whooping  Cough.  10  cases  were  notified  including  4 babies  under  the 
age  of  one  year. 

Food  Poisoning,  1 case  of  infection  with  Salmonella  typhi  murium 
was  notified.  The  patient  continued  to  excrete  the  organism  for 
many  months,

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SANITARY  CIRQUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATERS-  During  the  year  an  additional  private  swimming  pool  was 
opene'd,  and  there  are  now  7 public  and  private  pools  within  the 
Borough.  Samples  taken  from  them  over  the  year  were  all  satis- 
factory. In  addition  27  other  water  samples  were  taken  from  wells 
and  the  mains  supply,  which  with  2 exceptions  proved  satisfactory. 
The  two  samples  which  were  unsatisfactory  came  from  private  wells, 
but  further  samples  proved  satisfactory. 


The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Borough  Surveyor :- 


SWImING_P^;- 

Attendance  at  the  swimming  pool  was  the  lowest  since  1965  and 
no  doubt  this  was  attributable  to  the  very  wet  weather  that  occurred 
during  June,  July,  August  and  September.  During  the  time  that  the 
pool  was  open  to  the  public  in  1968,  15,522  children  paid  for  admis- 
sion (19,585  in  1967,  17,579  in  1966  and  12,257  in  1965)  and  1,954 
adults  used  the  pool  (2,915  in  1967,  2,220  in  1966  and  1,224  in  1965. 
As  in  previous  years,  use  was  made  of  the  pool  by  schools  and  other 
organisations  and  in  addition  to  the  figures  given  above  there  were 
many  school  children  who  attended  the  pool  for  tuition. 

SLIPPER  BATHS 

The  rapid  fall  in  the  number  of  persons  using  the  slipper  baths 
that  has  been  apparent  for  several  years,  was  much  less  so  in  1968, 
there  being  a drop  of  only  121  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  domestic  and  trade  refuse  was 
carried  out  regularly  during  the  year  and  arrangements  were  made  for 
special  collections  to  remove  bulky  household  refuse  when  required. 

SEWAUE  DISPOSAL 

The  treatment  of  sewage  from  the  Borough  at  Pigeon  Lane  and 
Fornham  Park  was  continued  as  usual  throughout  the  year.  The 
quality  of  the  effluent  flowing  to  the  River  Lark  was  generally 
satisfactory.  The  first  phase  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  exten- 
sion which  comprised  the  installation  of  micro-strainers  and  ancil- 
lary works  and  which  was  commenced  during  1967,  was  nearing  comple- 
tion by  the  end  of  1968.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  micro- strainers 
will  be  in  operation  during  the  spring  or  early  summer  of  1969. 

Phase  2 of  the  extension  was  commenced  in  November,  1968.  This 
phase  includes  the  provision  of  sludge  pressing  plant  and  the  enlarge- 
ment generally  of  the  works  so  as  to  cater  for  a much  greater  volume 
of  effluent. 

WATER  SUPPLY :- 

The  water  supply  is  obtained  from  deep  bores  in  chalk  and  is 
under  the  control  of  the  West  Suffolk  Water  Board. 
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IHSPECTIQg  AUD  SUPERTISIOW  OF  FOOD 

A good  standard  of  food  hygiene  was  maintained  in  the  shops 
throughout  the  tov/n,  and  very  few  complaints  were  received 
about  unhygienic  practices  observed  by  the  general  public. 
However,  7 complaints  were  made  about  foreign  bodies  in 
food.  In  each  case  investigations  were  carried  out  and 
warning  letters  were  sent.  Eight  complaints  were  received 
about  the  condition  of  food  bought.  In  most  of  these 
instances  the  complaints  were  found  not  to  be  justified, 
whilst  in  the  other  cases  warning  letters  were  sent. 

On  one  occasion  during  the  year  legal  proceedings  were 
instituted  against  a stallholder  for  smoking  whilst  handling 
food.  These  proceedings  were  successful. 

As  in  previous  years  a number  of  lectures  were  given  by  Pub- 
lic Health  Inspectors  to  senior  pupils  at  the  schools  within 
the  Borough,  Other  lectures  were  given  to  persons  engaged  in 
the  food  trade,  including  the  poultry  industry,  also  to 
various  classes  at  the  West  Suffolk  College  of  Purther  Educa- 
tion, 


MILK 

All  milk  sold  within  the  Borough  is  designated  under  the 
Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations,  1963.  160  samples 

of  pasteurised  milk  from  Bury  St,  Edmunds  were  submitted  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Cambridge  by  the  Chief  Inspec- 
tor of  Weights  and  Measures  of  the  West  Suffolk  County  Council 
and  copies  of  the  laboratory  reports  show  that  three  failed 
the  Methylene  Blue  Reduction  Test,  The  rest  were  satisfactory, 

ICE  CREAM 


75  (73)  premises  are  now  registered  under  the  Pood  and  Drugs 
Act  1955  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream.  During  the 
year  97  (92)  samples  v;ere  taken,  78  of  these  were  classified 
in  Grade  1,  18  were  in  Grade  2 and  1 in  Grade  4.  Unsatis- 
factory sterilisation  of  equipment  was  the  cause  of  the  low 
grade  sample.  This  was  quickly  rectified  and  further  samples 
proved  satisfactoryo 
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SLAUGHTERHOUSES  AMD  I.IEAT  INSPECTION:-  The  numher  of  animals 
slaughtered  during  the  year  at  the  two  slaughterhouses  in  the 
Borough  showed  a large  increase,  78,085  animals  being  killed 
compared  with  65,675  the  previous  yearo  In  order  to  maintain 
100?  meat  inspection  it  became  necessary  to  engage  a further 
Authorised  Meat  Inspector » 

The  licence  has  been  renewed  to  a poultry  packing  station  for 
the  slaughter  of  rabbits*  The  number  of  these  animals  killed 
has  also  increased. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  percentage  of  cattle  found 
infected  with  tuberculosis  was  again  reduced,  whilst  viable 
cysts  of  Gysticercus  bovis  were  found  in  only  0,16?  of  cattle 
inspected,  this  being  the  lowest  percentage  figure  for  this 
type  of  infestation  in  beef  since  1951»

POULTRY;-  There  are  4 poultry  packing  stations  in  daily  use  in 
the  Borough,  Tv/o  of  these  concentrate  mainly  on  preparing 
broilers  for  the  table,  one  deals  with  broilers  and  hens,  whilst 
a fourth  deals  solely  with  hens.  Over  the  last  year  production 
has  increased  and  it  is  estimated  that,  between  them,  they  are 
dealing  with  upwards  of  7 million  birds  a year,  the  greatest 
increase  being  amongst  hens.

During  the  year  reports  reached  the  Department  that  several  flocks 
of  young  broilers  had  had  severe  outbreaks  of  Salmonella  infections 
involving  considerable  loss  of  life  amongst  the  birds.  Extensive 
investigations 'were  carried  out  and  the  staff  at  the  egg  hatchery 
were  invited  to  submit  specimens  for  bacteriological  examinationo 
Two-persons  infected  with  Salmonella  Typhimurium  (phage  type  14) 
v/ere  dotected„ 

In  one  of  the  infected  flocks  approximately  405^  of  the  chicks  died 
of  the  infectiono  The  remaining  birds  were  reared  and  passed 
through  the  poultry  packing  station  where  very  strict  hygienic 
precautions  were  adopted  and  the  chlorine  content  of  the  water 
was  increased  to  15  pop.m.  In  addition  all  livers  and  hearts 
were  condemnedo 


Laboratory  specimens  were  taken  of  livers  and  of  the  water  from 
the  spin  chiller,  and  also  from  water  which  had  been  in  contact 
with  the  liverSo  In  addition  6 birds  were  sent  to  the  laboratory 
for  examination,  and  all  staff  v;ere  given  a special  lecture  on 
poultry  diseases. 


Salmonella  Typhimurium  was  recovered  from  the  liver  and  liver 
water,  but  in  general  bacterial  counts  were  extremely  low,  Eur- 
ther  birds  from  infected  flocks  were  sent  through  the  packing 
station,  and  the  same  courses  v»rere  adopted.  No  cases  of  Salmon- 
ella were  notified  from  people  ¥\?ho  had  consumed  this  meat.  In 
fact  throughout  the  whole  period  only  one  secondary  case  was 
recorded,  the  patient  being  a worker  on  one  of  the  farms  where  he 
looked  after  the  infected  birds. 


EOOD  PREMSES:-  The  number  of  food  premises  in  the  area  classi- 
fied by  type  of  business,  the  number  of  premises  registered  under 
Section  16  of  the  Rood  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  and  the  number  of 
inspections  of  these  premises,  which  v^ere  made  during  the  year, 
are  recorded  in  the  accompanying  table.

At  the  31st  December,  1968,  447  (435)  premises  were  registered  with 
this  Authority  - 191  (150)  of  these  were  inspected  and  656  (60l) 
visits  were  made  under  the  Act,  10  (6)  accidents  were  reported, 
all  of  which  v/ere  investigated  and  in  no  case  was  any  further 
action  necessary, 

3,483  (3 #417)  persons  were  employed  in  these  registered  premises, 

450  (572)  contraventions  of  various  types  were  dealt  with  inform- 
ally.

Three  cases  of  overcrowding  were  abated  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  there 
v/ere  three  further  cases  still  requiring  attention, 

SLUM  CLEARANCE 

During  the  year  74  houses  (46)  were  demolished  and  55  (64)  families 
involving  120  (176)  persons  were  displaced.  Progress  in  Slum  Clear- 
ance showed  a marked  decline  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  and  due  to 
financial  restrictions,  the  outlook  for  the  re-housing  of  further 
families  from  these  sub-standard  dwellings  looked  extremely  bleak. 
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There  were  no  Clearance  Orders  made  in  1968,  but  the  three  Orders 
made  in  196?  were  confirmed.  Rehousing  of  tenants  is  now  taking 
place  but  it  is  regretted  that  progress  is  slow» 


HOUSING  REPAIRS  AKD  IliPROVEIvIENTS No  improvement  area  was  declared 
during  the  year,  although  one  area  of  the  town  was  under  survey  at 
the  end  of  the  year  with  this  object  in  mind, 

Eollov/ing  routine  inspections  and  complaints  213  (l6l)  unfit  or 
defective  houses  were  repaired  as  a result  of  formal  or  informal 
action  by  your  Inspectors,  By  the  end  of  the  year,  26  (2l)  standard 
and  22  (19)  discretionary  improvement  grants  had  been  paid.

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During  the  14th/l5th  September  there  was  very  heavy  rainfall » 

The  amount  varied  between  2 ino  and  3o92  in*  As  a result 
extensive  flooding  occurred  in  part  of  the  town  on  Monday, 

16th  September*  The  areas  affected  v;ere  Out  Westgate,  Horringer 
Road,  Eyre  Close,  Maynev/ater  Lane  (police  houses),  Eornham  Road, 
Bell  Meadow,  Etna  Road,  Northgate  Street,  Tayfen  Road,  Eastgate 
Street  and  Abbey  Gardens,  Rushbrooke  Dane,  Sicklesmere  Road, 
Raingate  Street,  Vinery  Road,  Winthrop  Roado  The  areas  concerned 
are  clearly  shown  on  the  accompanying  map  v/hich  has  been  provided 
by  the  courtesy  of  the  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor* 

In  Eastgate  Street  houses  off  The  Broadway  were  flooded  to  a 
depth  of  3 fto,  whilst  part  of  the  Abbey  Gardens  was  flooded  to 
a depth  of  7 ft*  Raingate  Street  houses  were  flooded  to  a depth 
of  2 fto  In  Eyre  Close  and  Horringer  Road  depths  of  3 ft*  were 
recorded* 

The  damage  done  to  private  houses  was  severe  and  6 houses  had  to 
be  closed  as  a direct  result  of  the  flooding*  Many  householders 
lost  personal  belongings,  whilst  a large  number  of  livestock  was 
drowned* 

It  was  most  noticeable  how  those  affected  and  threatened  by  the 
floods  reacted  to  this  sudden  adversity,  Neighbours  offered 
help  to  each  other  in  a manner  which  is  rarely  seen  except  in 
conditions  of  war* 

It  is  on  occasions  such  as  this  that  the  disbandment  of  the  Civil 
Defence  Corps  is  felt  most  keenly*  But  full  praise  must  be  given 
to  all  the  Statutory  and  Voluntary  services  who  co-operated  with 
your  Public  Health  Department  in  their  efforts  to  mitigate  the 
effects  of  the  damage  caused  by  the  floods*  The  prompt  and 
direct  help  which  was  provided  by  the  Army  and  the  Royal  Air  Eorce 
was  greatly  appreciated,  and  in  the  first  few  days  of  the  floods 
proved  invaluable* 

A special  word  of  praise  should  be  given  to  the  members  of  the 
Bury  St*  Edmunds  Round  Table  who  took  over  from  the  Council  the 
onerous  task  of  establishing  people’s  losses  and  endeavouring  to 
alleviate  these  as  far  as  possible*- 

Grateful  acknowledgement  is  also  due  to  those  members  of  the  staff 
of  other  departments  of  the  Council  who  volunteered  to  be  attached 
to  the  Health  Department  and  who  worked  so  willingly  each  day, 
and  well  into  the  nights,  at  this  time  of  crisis.
